Gonzalez pressed for answers

While Associated Students Inc. 
legislation is demanding answers 
about the details of a proposed recre- 
ation facility, President Alexander 
Gonzalez says the legislation’s 
assertions are based on “faulty infor- 


mation.” 

The campus president insists the 
next steps to cultivate the Recreation 
Wellness Events Center and Sports 
Complex will not center around stu- 
dent input. 

“Remember, this is not an ASI 
project,” Gonzalez said. “This is not 
a consensus or a democracy.” 


Gonzalez is set to speak at AST’s 
board meeting today to address the 
legislation — authored by ASI 
President Angel Barajas and backed 
by the entire board of directors — 
which seeks to keep the integrity of 
the students’ 2004 referendum vote, 
Barajas said. 

The legislation, to be voted on 


today, asks Gonzalez to “recognize 
the integral process and outcome of 
the student vote” and urges 
Gonzalez to pledge that the $25 mil- 
lion he fundraised for the project will 
not go toward the construction of the 
$8.9 million Broad Athletic Facility, 
replacing the old field house, accord-

ASIT’s 
parking 
plan gets 
support

President Alexander Gonzalez 
announced his support for Associated 
Students Inc.’s legislation that pushes for 
student-only parking in Parking Structure 
Ill earlier this month. 

Gonzalez expressed his support in a 
memorandum addressed to ASI President 
Angel Barajas on April 5. 

The legislation — written by Barajas 
and ASI Executive Vice President Robbie 
Abelon in March — states that the inequal- 
ity of fees is a reason why the structure, 
which is slated to open in spring 2007, 
should be exclusively for student use. 

The legislation also states that students 
pay $108 — an increase from $63 imple- 
mented in fall 2003 — in student parking 
fees that contribute to the cost of construc- 
tion of Parking Structure II, which totals 
around $33.8 million. Faculty and staff 
pay a $63 fee, and Barajas said that facul- 
ty and staff’s parking fees have always 
been the same. 

In the memo, Gonzalez wrote that 
equity and fairness should be questioned 
since students providing funding for the

Junior faculty 
voice concerns

In aroom decorated with student-made posters 
stating, “The CSU system sucks!” and “More 
money ‘for junior faculty,” President Alexander 
Gonzalez met with faculty members and students 
to discuss the pay disparity between junior faculty 
and newly hired faculty on Thursday. 

The issue of the pay disparity arose last month 
when junior faculty demanded for an immediate 
resolution — Gonzalez responded by issuing a 
memorandum that asked faculty members to sub-

now is file for individual equity 
adjustments. 

But faculty members expressed 
the problem with the application is 
that they would be judged on an indi- 
vidual basis in terms of their merits. 

“We’ ve already known about this 
option. We don’t want raises based 
on merit. We don’t want to compete 
with each other,” Michelle Matisons, 
assistant professor of Women’s 
Studies, told the State Hornet earlier 
this month. 

Gonzalez said he thinks the two- 
page application, which requires fac- 
ulty members to list their experience 
for equity adjustments, isn’t a burden 
to fill out. 

Despite the fact that data of facul- 
ty members’ experiences are stored 
in the library, Gonzalez said faculty 
members are still required to list their 
qualifications and that there needs to 
be set criteria on the application. 

“Why?” yelled Matisons. “We 
can just sign it, and you can look up 
the data,” she said. Her suggestion 
was supported by applause from 
individuals in room, which was filled 
to capacity.

Case postponed 

Two former Sacramento State 
students who pleaded guilty to 
felony counts had their hearing 
postponed until May 19 on Friday at 
Amador County Courthouse, court 
officials said. 

Brenden “Bo” Delapp and 
Westy Guill pleaded guilty to felony 
counts in February after they turned 
themselves in for throwing rocks at 
oncoming cars on Highway 16 on 
Nov. 9, 2005. 

Delapp pleaded guilty to charges 
of assault with a deadly weapon. 
Guill pleaded guilty to four felony 
vandalism counts and assisting 


“It’s an outrage,” said Lisa 
Hammersley, assistant professor of 
the Geology Department.

District Attorney Todd Riebe 
said DeLapp and Guill admitted to 
throwing up to 25 rocks at oncom- 
ing traffic on thé highway, leaving a 
Carmichael man, Parish Compton, 
with serious injuries to his head and 
face. Compton’s injuries included a 
shattered jaw and a crushed larynx, 
Riebe said. 

Initially, Delapp and Guill, both 
former football players at Sac State, 
were facing 18 felony counts, but 
the other felony counts and eight 
misdemeanors were dismissed at 
the request of Riebe.

workloads and unfair pay — and 
Abelon said he’s not sure about 
becoming a professor now.

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Voting campaign challenges student apathy

With additional funding from 
Associated Students Inc.’s budget surplus 
going toward election promotion and stu- 
dent awareness, voter turnout is expected 
to surpass last year’s 8 percent student 
turnout. 

“We are desperately hopeful for an 
increase in voter turnout,” said Executive 
Director of ASI Pat Worley of the elections 
that begin 8 a.m., April 25 and end at 7:30 
p.m., April 26. 

The $10,000 surplus from last year’s 
ASI operating fund was allocated for activ- 
ities to increase voter turnout for this year’s 
election, said Angel Barajas, president of 
ASI. 

Olgalilia Ramirez, director of govern- 
mental affairs for ASI, said ASI hopes to 
get a 20 percent turnout, which would 
more than double last year’s participation. 

The money allocated for election pro- 
motion is being used for many promotion- 
al outlets including, pins, T-shirts, Java 
City coffee sleeves, balloons, posters and 
banners. 

Ramirez said the posters and other 
materials are not dated, so they can be used 
for future elections. 

“This is investing in our future,” 
Ramirez said. “No other elections have

Some computers in the center are 
equipped with adaptive programs such as: 
JAWS, a screen reading program that allows 
students who are blind or have low vision to 
use a computer, and ZoomText, a text- 
enlarging program and Kurzweil, which 
scans and reads text to help people with 
learning disabilities. 

Located on the second floor of the 
Academic Information Resource Center, the 
High Tech Center provides training and sup- 
port in the use of adaptive technology, Repa 
said.

been conducted this way; with so much 
energy.” 

Randy Morgan, director of finance and 
administration, said the election is costing 
around $3,000, down from approximately 
$25,000 for previous elections. 

“Electronic media are saving the stu- 
dent body a lot of money to go toward 
other activities,” Morgan said. 

For students who make it to the voting 
booth, three measures will be included on 





the ballot. 

Measure 1 would lower the current 
requirements for undergraduate students 
running for executive positions by allow- 
ing them to be enrolled in two fewer units. 

“The purpose of the bill is to increase 
the ability for students to run (in order to) 
increase participation,” Barajas said. 

Measure 2 would require candidates for 


president and vice president to be enrolled _

during the semester the election is held, as 
well as in the semesters that they serve. 
Measure 3 would require. all functions 


-or activities of ASI be limited to those 


authorized by the California State 
University Board of Trustees. Consent will 
be required from the trustees for ASI to 
perform functions outside of those already 
permitted. 

Although this policy is already in place, 
it is not written into the current ASI 


bylaws, Worley said. 

Also on the ballot will be a list of qual- 
ified campus organizations that will 
receive $2 for every student that checks 
one organization from the list. The money 
is funded by ASI’s general operating budg- 
et, Morgan said. 

Last year’s most voted for campus 
organization was the College Republicans 
with 165 votes, followed by the College 
Democrats with 156. The Engineering and 
Computer Science Society both received 
146 votes. 

“The club ballot is an incentive to get 
more people to vote. Close to $1,000 went 
to clubs and organizations here on campus 
last election,” Morgan said. 

Elections will be conducted entirely 
online, a process which began for the fall 
2004 special elections and is intended to be 
a mainstay for all subsequent voting, 
Worley said. 

Election locations include the Library

access to computers,” Repa said. 

The center offers a variety of programs 
that allow students with disabilities to oper- 
ate a computer independently. 

By using the program Kurzweil, 
Springer said has been able to complete his 
reading assignments faster and with far bet- 
ter comprehension of the required material. 

Springer said he really appreciates the 
help he gets at the center and is always rav- 
ing to the supervisors about what a great job 
they are doing. 

As a graduate student, Springer has to 
cover a wide variety of English literature 
that ranges from 750 A.D. to the present, he 
said. At the end of the semester, Springer has 
to take a five-hour comprehensive exam 
where he has to show he has a full under-

standing of the text. 

Alternative media specialists are also 
available to help students with converting 
text books, the process of transforming 
word documents and maps into braille, or 
converting textbooks and other documents 
into text files, so students can use text-read- 
ing programs such as Kurzweil. 

Some computers are set up with the 
voice recognition program Dragon 
Naturally Speaking, which allows the user 
to control the computer without a mouse or 
keyboard, said Trevor Lorenz, the center 
information technology consultant. 

“Anything you can do with a keyboard 
and mouse, you can do with your voice,” 
Lorenz said. “It’s pretty much limitless.” 

Along with software, the center also pro- 
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vides naturally shaped keyboards, 
adjustable computer tables and trackballs to 
assist students who suffer from carpal tunnel 
syndrome or other physical disabilities. 

Students are first referred to the center 
from the Students with Disability Office and 
are then given an assessment of their tech- 
nological needs, including a list of what has 
worked and hasn’t worked for the students, 
Repa said. 

The center provides individual and class- 
sized training which can take a few months 
or several semesters until a student can 
become comfortable using a computer. 

The center moved to the resource center 
at the end of February from room 136 of the 
Library. 

Before the training classes began, the 
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Student loans, 


offices and the computer lab were all in one 
room. Now, it is in the resource center there 
is much easier access to each station and the 
workers can work more closely with the stu- 
dents, Repa said. 

“The space is a lot better to provide the 
training and support to students,” Repa said. 

Springer said he could always count on 
the center. “There is no way I could have 
gone through this English experience with- 
out their help,” Springer said.

Continued from A1 
ing to the legislation. 

The separately built athletic facility, which 
will be the first part of the project and is slat- 
ed to be constructed by fall 2007, was origi- 
nally included in the entire complex estimate 
of $73.2 million, Gonzalez said. 

Barajas said the original plan did not 
include the construction of a new field house. 

“T understand the urgency to build the new 
field house, however, we want to make 
Gonzalez understand it wasn’t a part of the 
original plan,” Barajas said. 

According the referendum language, a 
recreation center, wellness center and events 
center totaling 236,000 square feet was to be 
built — but no specific mention of a proposed 
field house was included. 

The second part of the legislation asks 
Gonzalez to promise that no additional stu- 
dent fee increases — on top of the current $110 
semester fee and $56 summer fee — will be 
put on students because of the uncertainty sur- 
rounding the cost and construction timeline of 
the events center, which is included in the 
final phases of a roughly four-phase project, 
according to the legislation. 

Clifford Hawley, ASI director of natural 
sciences and mathematics, said because the 
funding for ‘the events center and Hornet 
Stadium renovations are now uncertain, he 
said he is concerned that the project tally — 
now at around $58 to $63 million with the ath- 
letic facility and recreation and wellness cen- 
ter estimate — should surpass the original fig- 
ure. He said he worries students will pay, the 
difference. 

Hawley also said he does not think the 
events center should be built last because it is 
a pivotal part of the project, replacing the cur- 
rent gym, which he calls a “1,200-seat box,” 
and has the potential of holding “community- 
based conferences.” 

Hawley said he thinks administration offi- 
cials were “dangling the carrot” when throw- 
ing around different ideas. about what ameni- 


‘ties the project would offer students. 


Sacramento State press releases have con- 
tinually referred to the project as possibly 
housing “a student health center, fitness cen- 
ter, rock-climbing wall, swimming pool, ath- 
letic courts, bowling center, conference center 
and 8,000-seat arena.” Now, university offi- 
cials will not release specific information 
about the project. 

Leslie Davis, director of the University 
Union, said in an e-mail, “We are beginning 
the process of reconfirming what will go into 
the building.” Part of this reconfirming, she 


said, will involve a programming committee 
made up of three students and five faculty 
members to guide the project’s progress. 

Barajas said that students, including ASI, 
were not properly informed of the change in 
construction plans. And when the University 
Union Board of Directors presented the plan 
to ASI on March 1, he said the university 
offered ASI two proposals and had not con- 
firmed that they were splitting the project into 
several phases. Hawley agreed with Barajas’ 
depiction of events. 

Davis, who had a different account of the 
March | meeting, said ASI was updated of the 
new plans. 

“The student’s were not informed of the 
change, which is why the research should be 
done before it’s put on the ballot,” Barajas. He 
asked why the university didn’t hire consult- 
ants and architects before the decision was 
made to put the referendum on the ballot. 

Gonzalez said the $10 fee —put into effect 
after the referendum was passed — was neces- 
sary in hiring an architect, which sparked the 
conceptual phase of the project. He said there 
was no funding to hire project consultants 
before the referendum was passed. 

Gonzalez said he thinks a lot of misinfor- 
mation surrounds students’ understanding of 
the project and that all plans up until now have 
been tentative. The next phases, he said, will 
focus on solidifying the plans. ' 

As a practical matter, Gonzalez said devel-. 
oping the plans will not include a lot of stu- 
dent input because it wouldn’t work to evalu- 
ate all students’ wants and needs on an even 
playing field. 

“When it’s all said and done this is going 
to be a bunch of smoke,” Gonzalez said. “My 
concern is that we get something to the stu- 
dents as soon as possible.” 

Gonzalez said he will work to keep the 
cost within the original estimate, but said that 
the rising prices of key resources such as steel 
will affect the project’s price. 

Barajas said if the legislation passes, 
Gonzalez has until April 24 to issue a written 
response addressing the legislation’s key 
points. If Gonzalez is not responsive, Barajas 
said ASI might explore different avenues in 
getting its point across. 

But Barajas expects to have an open dia- 
logue with Gonzalez at today’s ASI meeting. 

“T absolutely expect the president of the 
university to answer directly,” Barajas said. 
“The student body needs clarity — clear and 
concise answers from Gonzalez.”

structure’s construction and might 
be required to compromise spaces 
with those who are not contributing 
to the construction. 

“Tn that respect, I agree with the 
student perspective that it should be 
for their use exclusively,” Gonzalez 
said. 

But Gonzalez also wrote that the 
California Faculty Association and 
the California State University 
Employees Union filed a complaint 
of unfair labor practice regarding the 
same issue — student-only parking of 
Parking Structure II — and that it was 
supported in its first hearing. 

“We will have to await the results 
of the appeal process in order to 
determine the precedent that will be 
relevant to the current situations,” 
Gonzalez said. 

Regardless, Gonzalez said he is 
supportive.

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More students facing 
loan-ly road from debt

Pedro Martinez, a former 
Sacramento State psychology stu- 
dent, financed his education using 
student loans, but like many college 
students he struggled with paying 
the loans back — defaulting several 
times after not graduating. 

“T was young and didn’t budget 
well,” said Martinez, who now 
works in Admissions and Records 
on campus. “I had no understand- 
ing of what it took to pay back the 
money.” 

Eventually, Martinez’s wages 
were garnisheed to satisfy the debt, 
he said. 

With the costs of higher educa- 
tion rising nationwide, students are 
increasingly turning to loans to 
finance their education, but the 
escalating indebtedness is becom- 
ing too financially burdensome for 
some students. 

Mhel) AWSs) = Secretary” of 
Education’s Commission on the 
Future of Higher Education recent- 
ly held a hearing in Boston and stu- 
dents from New England colleges 
addressed the mounting debt issue. 

According to’ the Student Debt 
Alert, a project of Student Public 
Interest Research Groups, Josh 
Chaisson, who attends the 
University of Southern Maine, told 
the commission that students are 
graduating as “slaves to Sallie 
Mae.” 

At Sac State, the average debt of 
graduating students who take out 
loans is more than $17,500, accord- 


ing to statistics from the Financial 
Aid Department. 

“very year I see an increase in 
the level of loans taken out,” said 
Linda Joy Clemons, director of the 
Financial Aid Office. “Rent, food 
and having a car are big-ticket 
items that go up every year, and 
grants usually cover just fees and 
books, so students borrow more.” 

According to the Student Needs 
and Priorities Survey, conducted by 
Sac State in fall 2003, 73 percent of 
students have at least “some con- 
cerns” about financing their studies 
and 52 percent use some type of 
loan to make ends meet. 

Most student advocates call for 
increasing grants — which aren’t 


‘ paid back and don’t put students 


into debt — to lessen the need for 
loans. 

Clemons agrees with that plan 
of attack. 

“Tt would be nice if the federal 
government funded grants like 
loans, but I don’t foresee that hap- 
pening,” she said. 

The nature of loans — recycling 
money to new borrowers as gradu- 
ates pay off debt — makes them 
more attractive to the federal gov- 
ernment, Clemons said. 

However, according to the pub- 
lic interest group, nearly $250 mil- 
lion could be available to college 
students in California without tak- 
ing more money from taxpayers or 
from other programs. 

The Student Aid Reward Act, 
which is awaiting Congressional 
action, contains provisions that 
would encourage schools to use the 


lowest-cost lending program by 
increasing direct government loans 
and decreasing government subsi- 
dized private lender loans — rerout- 
ing the money to student aid that is 
now goes to financiers, according 
to the public interest group’s Web 
site. 

The public interest group sug- 
gests that the increased availability 
of aid then be distributed to students 
by adding $600 to each need-based 
Pell Grant. 

The Congressional Budget 
Office estimates that if all colleges 
switched to direct government 
loans under the reward act — which 
was introduced last year by two 
House members — more than $60 
billion in additional student aid 
would be generated over a 10- year 
period, according to a U.S. House 
of Representatives fact sheet on the 
bill. 

That bump in grant money 
might help Sac State undeclared 
freshman Victor Rangel achieve his 
goal of graduating while owing no 
more than $5,000. 

‘T’ve already borrowed $3,500 
but, from here on out, I’m going to 
try to pay for the rest without 
loans,” he said. 

Rangel hopes to avoid the situa- 
tion in which his friend, Martinez, 
found himself. 

Rangel said that if he must 
resort to taking out more loans, 
most likely the debt incurred would 
affect his job search.

With a new director in place, Sacramento 
State is ready to launch its General Education 
Honors Program aimed at challenging the 
minds of freshmen and sophomores. 

On Monday, Greg Wheeler, associate 
director of undergraduate studies at 
Academic Affairs, made an announcement 
that Roberto Pomo, chair of the Theatre and 
Dance Department, will be the new director 
of the program. 

The honors program was developed to 
“support curiosity and the acquisition of 
knowledge in highly motivated students,” 
according to the program’s Web site, and 
incoming students are eager to join the pro- 
gram, said George Craft, former interim 
director of the program. 

To qualify for the program, students must 
have either a 3.5 GPA, a 1200 on the SAT or 
a 27 on the ACT. 

The courses cover all of the general edu- 
cation requirements, except for physical sci- 
ences, U.S. history, English 1A and foreign 
languages. 

“We currently have 60 students enrolled 
in the honors program,” Craft said. 

The current courses listed for the first 
semester are education, self-examination, 
and living; honors world civilization to 1600; 
and honors mathematical reasoning. 
Freshmen and sophomores are required to 
take the three courses plus at least one other 
course that would fulfill the GE and pre- 
major requirements. 

The courses will have 25-30 students and 
will use the “Socratic method rather than the 
lecture method,” Craft said. The Socratic 
method is based on the ancient Greek 
philosopher’s teaching style of asking a per- 
son many questions to create dialogue.

Participating students must take at least 
30 lower division and six upper division units 
of the honors classes — out of a total of 46 
lower division units and nine upper division 
units — to graduate with an honors certificate. 

The university had an honors general edu- 
cation program during the 1950s and 1960s, 
but it faded. The university administration 
began to speak about creating a new system 
in the late 1980s and early 1990s. In 1998 the 
program began to take a concrete form and 
was finally approved in April 2005. 

Craft said there are quite a few teachers 
who have signed up to advise the honors stu- 
dents. 

“There are currently eight faculty teach- 
ing 12 courses,” he said. 

Doraiswamy Ramachandran, a professor 
with the mathematics/statistics department, 
said he is very excited about the honors pro- 
gram. 

“Tt’s evolved very well,’ Ramachandran 
said. “TI expect it to be successful.” 

According to the Web site, any student 
who joins the honors program would receive 
a $500 President’s scholarship in his or her 
first year. 

Pomo said the announcement of his new 
position with the program came as a surprise. 

“T applied because of the momentum of 
the program. The college is ready for this pro- 
gram,” Pomo said. 

Ramachandran said Pomo is a good 
choice for the program’s director. 

“He is a good person to be involved in 
this program,” Ramachandran said.

ese days it seems like the common 

theme for the American athlete: Play 10 

years of pro sports, retire to the man- 

sion for a few years, then head to D.C. to duel 
it out with your rival political party. 

Athletes are everywhere in American gov- 
ernment. Nearly every professional sport has at 
least one former athlete with a prominent po- 
litical position. The National Football League 
has U.S. Representatives Steve Largent and 
JC Watts; Major League Baseball has senator 
Jim Bunning; and the National Basketball As- 
sociation has former senator and presidential 
candidate Bill Bradley. 

Sure they use their athletic prowess as an 
aid, but they push forth their interests just the 
same as the rest of the politicians, and as the 
most publicly scrutinized and critiqued figures 
in America, besides the President, they are a 
perfect fit for government positions. 

In the case of these former athletes turned 
politicians, the legacy of a successful profes- 
sional athletic career is used to spawn a suc- 
cessful political campaign. It’s easy to con- 
ceive that a successful athlete can ride to 
political success based on his/her athletic rep- 
utation, but can political success be found for 
an unproven quarterback on the most unsuc- 
cessful major sports team at a University? 

' Crosby Wehr believes so. Wehr, a quarter- 
back on the football team and a candidate for 
ASI Director of Business, is hoping that his 
standing as an athlete can help lead him to suc- 
cess in the upcoming ASI election. 

Wehr lacks a major athletic identity on cam- 
pus, but he thinks being an athlete at Sac State 
will only help his campaign. 

“T think a small percentage of students at Sac 
State vote,” Wehr explained. “As an athlete I 
can get other athletes to vote, and gain an ad- 
vantage in the election.”

ASI, Athletics finalizing deal

Members of the athletics task 
force, which includes Athletic Di- 
rector Terry Wanless and ASI Pres- 
ident Angel Barajas, met Monday 
to make updates to the existing 
athletic contract between the ath- 
letics department and ASI. 

The contract expired in 1999. 

In 1995 Sacramento State stu- 
dents voted on a referendum to in- 
crease the financial support of the 
athletics department. The contract 
was forged between ASI and the 
athletics department in order to 


keep the dictates of that 1995 ref- 
erendum. 

Barajas explained that the con- 
tract with athletics is a way to safe- 
guard student interests and ensure 
that the money that is funneled 
from students through ASI to the 
athletic department is spent effi- 
ciently. The athletic department 
currently receives $58.25 from 
every student each semester. This 
amounts to roughly $5.6 million 
a year. 

ASI officials had no idea that 
the original contract, negotiated in 
after the referendum passed in 


1995, had expired in 1999 and 
were under the impression that it 
was a rolling contract. 

Both parties agree that a lack of 
communication between the ath- 
letics department and ASI caused 
the confusion. 

Barajas had originally told the 
Hornet that the contract would be 
finalized by today. 

The athletic task force will meet 
again on May 1. Once completed 
and agreed upon, the contract will 
be effective July 1.

He has been counted on since to help guide the team 
to wins with his big forehand and even bigger serve. 
Fellow senior Thomas Morton can attest to Hossain’s 
powerful game.

In 2005, an injury to Hossain derailed the Hornets’ 
chances of winning a conference title.

He was told it 
was just a sprain, so he continued to play on it. As the pain 
continued he went to get another X-ray, where the doc- 
tor told him that he should not even be walking on the 
broken foot. 

Not even the Vicodin he was taking for the pain 
could keep him afloat for the conference tournament. 
Hossain risked permanent and career-ending injury to 
play in the tournament. In the championship match, 
however, the injury got the better of him. 

“T was actually on the court warming up when the 
trainer came and told me I couldn’t play,” Hossain said. 
The Hornets went on to lose the championship match 4- 
0 to defending champion Montana State. 

Hossain and Gabriel Loredo have teamed up this sea- 
son to go 17-2 at No. 1 doubles, creating a huge boost to 
the team all year long. Watching the two of them on the 
court it is easy to see why they are so successful. 

“We have really good chemistry on the court,” Lore- 
do said. “We have a good relationship and we play ba- 
sically as one person.” The pair’s strong record has left 
its mark on the rest of the team. 

“Their success has had a good effect on the rest of the 
team,” Labella said. “The other guys see them working 
so hard that it makes them play harder as well.”

Jenkins said recruiting size is more difficult, but 
that the team is now looking in that direction. 

Last season, Jenkins would often go small, 
playing junior Davon Roberts (6-foot-6) or junior 
Justin Williams (6-foot-6) at center.

I just try to keep the ball low and hit 
spots, go with what the coaches call. I 
know that I don’t need to throw it by 
guys to get them out. If (the batters) hit 
a good pitch, they hit it, what can you 
do?” 

Joyce, a Temecula native and a 
Junior communications major, has been 
playing baseball since the age of six, 
when he was playing tee-ball. In Little 
League, Joyce began taking pitching 
lessons from his local high school 
coach, and his mound repertoire began 
to develop. Despite playing a lot of 
outfield throughout high school (and 
even in college), Joyce made the 
decision to dump the bat and become a 
full time pitcher last season. 

“I decided that if you focus on just 
one thing,” he said, “‘you’ll have more 
success.” 

Despite being a starter throughout 
high school, Joyce began his Sac State 
career mostly coming out of the 
bullpen. This season he was given an 
opportunity in the starting rotation, and 
he took off. 

“Mick wanted to start this year,” 


pitching coach Jim Barr said. “He 
knew he was ready. The biggest change 
(from last year) has been his mental 
attitude. He’s always had the ability, 
now he developed the right attitude out 
there. He had to accept it and take it 
upon himself to take it to the next level. 
Some individuals never buy into it or 
only buy into it for one or two starts. 
Mick stayed mentally focused and 
bought into it the whole time.” 

Joyce’s teammates have also 
noticed the change in his attitude on the 
mound, although not just in terms of 
focus, but in all-around toughness. At a 
level where many pitchers work hitters 
away, Joyce is not afraid to bust hitters 
inside or even high and tight. 

“Mick has been the one pitcher I’ve 
seen who'll throw inside a lot, brush 
people back,” first baseman Brian 
Blauser said. “I know he’s never been 
afraid to put one in my ribs in 
practice.” 

Joyce’s success this season has 
given his teammates the kind of 
confidence in him that you would 
expect to go toward an ace pitcher. 
When Joyce takes the mound, his 





teammates expect victory. 

“You definitely know he’s going to 
give it his all when he’s out there,” 
catcher Buddy Morales said. “We 
know if we don’t score a lot of runs it’s 
okay, because he’s going to go out 
there and give us a chance to win. He’s 
going to do his job and shut down 
hitters.” 

Joyce is quick to deflect a lot of his 
success on the tutelage of his coaches, 
who are now calling pitch sequences 
from the dugout, a development Joyce 
said has helped his game immensely. 
He said without the help of the 
coaching staff, he would never have 
made that next step up. 

“Td say that much of my success is 
due to them,” Joyce said. “My coaches 
have taught me to throw to my 
strengths, not to throw to the hitter. 
They gave me a shot, and I owe a lot to 
them.”

With a baseball cap placed securely 
on his head, a bright smile glowing 
across his round face, and an attitude so 
humble and modest, it’s difficult to 
imagine Aaron Routtenberg as anything 
more than a typical college student.

Beyond the 15-unit schedule and 
part-time job at Wells Fargo, 
Routtenberg is surrounded by music.

"For more than three years, nanny jobs 
have put Devon Buckley through school. 
’The senior business management major 
“and veteran student-nanny agreed the 
job’s play-time benefits are big-time 
“stress relievers for even the most frazzled 
s students. 
» “What college student do you know, 
,gets paid to sit and color with little kids 
and completely escape the adult world?” 
buckley teasingly said. 

Buckley was explicit in her warning 
about juniors and seniors falling into the 
“nanny rut,” a term she coined describ- 

“ing the point where the job becomes 
~more of a comfort zone than a benefit to 
~ a future career. 

“Its best to look into being a nanny 
“within the freshmen and sophomore 
-years,” Buckley said. “Once you get 
«stuck in the nanny rut and don’t plan on 
going into child care, it can really put 
you at a disadvantage when you’ re ready 
_to enter the job market.” 

Mia Masters has considered working 
as a nanny because of the work experi- 
ence relevant to her aspirations of own- 

_ ing her own pre-school and day care. 

“] think it would be really interesting 
to spend time with children in the com- 

~ fort of their own home and get to have 
an impact on how they interact in the 


outside world,” Masters, a junior child 
development major, said. “It would offer 
me the best of both worlds.” 

Buckley shared some of the ground 
rules she uses to maintain a healthy bal- 
ance between work and school. It is 
important to declare at least two “‘no 
call” days per week for schoolwork and 
to also request a two month notice for 
requesting additional shifts that may 
interfere with school. 

Marcela Castro, a senior health sci- 
ence major, looks after twin infants. She 
said she finds plenty of time for school- 
work while the babies rest at nap-time. 

“My schedule is very flexible with 
working around school,” Castro said. “I 
have weekends off. I can usually get 
some homework done at work, plus the 
work environment is really low-stress, 
relaxing and fun.” 

Castro has worked with the infants 
since they were two weeks old and now, 
more than five months later, she had 
nothing but good things to say about her 
job. Castro said the best part is watching 
their development and being able to 
catch all of their “firsts.” 

This kind of perfect match cannot be 
entirely attributed to the forces of fate. 

Susan O’Hara, a new mother of 
twins, decided to seek the help of a 
nanny in early October and found Castro 
to be a perfect fit. 

“We were looking for someone 
young, with a lot of energy; someone 
very warm, who would connect with our 
girls, without becoming flustered easily,” 
O’Hara, an assistant professor of teacher 
education, said. “All of these things were 
apparent when meeting Marcela for the 
first time.” 

Castro was O’ Hara and her husband’s 


first of 11 interviews. The new parents 
considered themselves lucky to have had 
such a smooth hiring process for their 
nanny who they say has been, “absolute- 
ly wonderful.” 

This match made in heaven can actu- 
ally be attributed to modern technology. 
Both Castro and O’ Hara entered their 
information into an online nanny agency 
called “A Nanny on the Net.” The 
agency works with families and nannies 
internationally, setting applicants up with 
compatible matches. 

“The application asked really direct 
questions and was so easy to fill out,” 
Castro said. “Within a few days I was 
already receiving calls about positions.” 

According to Annie McInnis, the 
Sacramento Region Director for “A 
Nanny on the Net,” the majority of 
nanny applicants are college-aged, 
between 18 to 26 years old. She credited 
the job’s popularity among the college 
crowd to its flexibility. There are certain 
qualifications to go through the agency. 

“Nanny applicants are required to 
have a least three years of childcare 
experience and to become certified in 
CPR and first-aid,” McInnis said. 

Browder, Buckley and Castro all 
agreed that the good pay, flexible hours 
and stress relief they enjoy as student- 
nannies far surpasses the fringe benefits 
of most other college jobs. 

It turns out that being a student-nanny 
isn’t a nightmare after all.

He names the John Anson Ford 
Amphitheatre as his favorite venue 
because “it’s just beautiful. It’s out- 
doors, very intimate setting... really 
nice.” 

With music being such a huge part 
of his life, it’s only natural that he’d 
major in it as well. Surprisingly, 
Routtenberg is declaring criminal jus- 
tice as his major. 

“Tt’s something to fall back on,” 
Routtenberg said. “I am a musician and 


I will try to make a living doing that, ' 


but if it doesn’t work out I’d like to fall 
back on something pretty stable.” 

Raised in Los Angeles, Routtenberg 
decided to come to Sac State after high 
school when he found out about the 
school’s music department. 

“T applied here as a fall-back, then I 
realized they have a really good music 
program,” Routtenberg said. “They 
have the Latin Jazz Ensemble and a lot 
of the colleges I applied to didn’t have 
anything to do with Latin jazz. That’s 
one of the main reasons why I came 
out here, so I can take part in that.” 

A professional musician since the 
7th grade, Routtenberg credited his 
family for being the reason why music 
has made such a huge impact on his 
life. 

“As musicians, it’s kind of been car- 
ried down my mom’s side of the fami- 
ly,” Routtenberg said. “My great uncle 
was a singer, my grandpa was a singer 
and drummer, my uncle is a drum- 
mer... SO now it’s kind of like I’m the 
next one in line. I just wanted to keep it 


going.” 

Routtenberg’s main forte is percus- 
sion, mostly those associated with 
salsa, Latin and jazz like congas, bon- 
gos and timbales. He studied with dif- 
ferent Latin percussion artists in LA 
and has been playing the drums since 
the 6th grade. 

Sammy Rivera, the band leader for 
Orquesta Afinque, has known 
Routtenberg for almost two years when 
he took over Rivera’s spot in Conquista 
Musical. He considers Routtenberg as 
one of his own and has no doubt about 
his band partner’s musical skills. 

“He-has an excellent knowledge of 
percussion,” Rivera said. “Now we’re 
working on singing.” 

Routtenberg has only been singing 
in the group for about a year and is still 
trying to master the art as it’s not really 
like singing, but mostly like rhythmic 
talking. There’s also a creative side to it 
all. 

“When you sing salsa lyrics, half 
the song is mainly improvisation. 
Every night you sing the beginning of 
the song the same and then it comes to 
a section of the song where it’s open 
and the singer can add on to what was 
written before.” 

Gilbert Anthony Roman, the leader 
of Routtenberg’s other band, Conquista 
Musical, describes Routtenberg as “a 
go-getter, honest and sincere and a 
good kid... someone I would have no 
problem with if he was dating my 
daughter.” 

Roman also said that Routtenberg is 
humble and probably more talented 
than he realizes. 


“He has a real good feel,” Roman 
said. “His natural tempo is a contribu- 
tion [to the band]; he plays with 
strength and conviction.” 

Rivera and Roman both describe 
Routtenberg as a “talented kid” and 
acknowledged his willingness to share 
his wealth of information with every- 
one. 

“He learns with some pretty good 
names,’ Roman said. “Even advanced 
players can learn a lot from him.” 

While his musical endeavors are 
already in full swing, plans for his 
future in music will remain the same. 

“Tl always be a musician. Even if 
I’m not fortunate enough to make it a 
career and making it big, Pll always do 
it as a hobby,” Routtenberg said. “T’ll 
always have music.” 

Until then, he’s going to continue 
what he’s doing and see where the road 
takes him. 

“Tm in control of my destiny to a 
certain extent and then leave it up to 
God to lead me to where He feels I 
should be,” Routtenberg said. 

“T have a motto: ‘always set your 
goal higher than your grasp.’ Just set 
your goal higher than what you know 
you can reach, that way when you 
achieve it, you’ve done what you 
thought was impossible. I just set my 
goals high and don’t stop until I get 
there, and it hasn’t failed me since.”

their senior year at Sheldon High 
School, where all the band members 
attended, they got into more harder- 
edged music.
